pasturing on that part of the Mount Pisa 
Station Icriown as tlie Ci^omwcU Flat. The 
annual ebargo per head is reduced from 
20s to lOs. A ranger is to be provided by 
the cattle-owners, instead of by the station- 
holders, as at present. This, no doubt, i.s 
an improvement. Tiie peo]>io wdio are di- 
rectly interested will provide the ranger, 
and pay him, and to them he will be ac- 
countable, If their cattle come to griof, 
the remedy is in tlieir own hands. Tiic 
boundaries w'ithin which tho cattle are per- 
inittcd to graze, and beyond whidi they 
are to be regarded as trespassing, are of 
courjie but dimly sketched in tlie adver- 
tisement, but can bo more sliarpiy defined 
to the ranger m cliarge when his duties 
commence. 

Oui* readera will remember that a meet- 
ing was recently convened for tho purpose 
of memorialising the Provincial Govern- 
iiicnt on this subject. The wider question 
of commonage for the district was raised, 
but the meeting chiefly confined its atten- 
tion to the hardship of having their cattle 
fenced against on tho Lower Flat. Tlicv 
had been a virtual agi’ceinenb between tlie 
station-holders and the cattle-owners : the 
latter stipulated to pny certain svuas an- 
nually, tliat their Ciittlc might enjoy certain 
privileges j and one of the most essential 
of those privileges was free access to the 
water-line and the Lower Flat. Now, if 
the people arc expected to fulfil a virtual 
agreement, is it a matter of option with 
the statioii-liolders whether they will do so 
or not 1 la it a matter of indifference with 
thenn wiietUer they fulfil their ngreement 
or not, nmrely because it is virtual, and 
cannot bo maintained in law 7 The people 
perfectly umlei-stood the condition upon 
whicli they could graze their cattle on the 
run, and had no alternative but to comply. 
They were not at liberty to say how nuidi, 
and no more, of the pound a head they 
would pay. Are the .station-holders at 
liberty to say how much, and no more, of 
the ujiderstood pasturage they will supply? 
If the pcoi>Ie cat! bo legally held to the 
conditions of a virtual agreement, and the 
nmholders refuao to be held morally ac- 
countable for tlie conditions on their jiart, 
tlie arrangoment must bo regarded as alto- 
gether onc-si<led. It is agreed tliat there 
was no uuderKtjindiiig that the Lower Flat 
should not Iw fenced. Nor was there an 
j understanding tlmt tlie Upper Flat should 
■ not be fenced oil* If the matter is jiiit 
j upon tliat footing, there was no agreement 
j tliat the ciiltlo should not he shut within 
the town boundary, and the jjeople made

SEARCH EXPEDITION. 

News, AnguBt 6.] 

Wcj hiivoboeu favored by W. G. M'Clure, 
Eaq., MD,, with the following ^‘pencillings 
by tho way/' made daring the vccent cruiRO 
of the Daphne ; — 

Early in July of the present year, the 
General Government of New Zealand hav- 
ing given instructions to the Provincial 
Government of Southland to send a vessel 
to Bearch for traces of the castaways from 
the Daphne, his Honor the Superintendent 
gave the command of the Daphne (then in 
port, and placed at the disposal of the Go' 
vernment for this purpose by the agents of 
the vessel), together with the entire organ- 
isation of an exploring party, to Captain 
Thompson, chief Harbor Master, who re- 
quested me to accompany him in my pro- 
fessional capacity — kinc ill<s liters; 

We sailed from Bluff Harbor at midnight 
on the lull July for the Auckland Isles, 
with a light W.N.W. wind, which gradu- 
ally veered round to tlie S.W-., forcing ns 
to run into Port Adventure, where we 
anchored next morning at ten o'clock, with 
the wind due south. This bay, whicli is 
on the east coast of Stewart’s Island, has 
some very picturesque inlets leading off it j 
and the Heron River flowing into the nor'- 
west corner of the harbor, is quite enchant- 
ing in its various windings, the banks on 
both sides being covered with heavy foliage 
down to the water’s edge. The wind blew 
steadily from the sou’-west from the morn 
bg of the 12th, not giving ua a chance of 
getting away until the 17th, when, with a 
nor'-wesfc breeze, we sailed for our destina- 
tion, The wind went back to its old quar- 
ter at noon, and kept us beating about till 
the 19th, when we rounded the South Cape. 
Wind next day fair, lying our course ; the 
Snares sighted at ten o'clock ; made a good 
run during the night, and dropped anclior 
in Port Ross at 6 p.m., a cable’s length 
from H.M.S. Blanche, 'which had coino in 
an hour or two before ua from Cavnley 
Harbor, preparatory to ativting next morn- 
ing for Port Lyttelton, New Zealand. The 
Rlanche hailed us to send a boat, and re- 
port. -'Captain Thompson went on board, 
and the warfl-voom offieei'S sent a request 
for Captain Gilroy and myself to join them 
at mess, where we were most cordially re- 
ceived, w'ith the welcome that can only 
spring from tliorougli breeding, joined to 
kindness of heart. 

Next day (22nd) went on board the 
Rlanche to see general practice and exer- 
cise at the great guns ; lunched in the 
wardroom, and made uj> a party to go pig 
hunting in the afternoon. Dr Bailey, 
Lieutenant Mansell, and myself went to the 
head of the bay with some of Captain Gil- 
roy’s crew, and killed three pigs. In row- 
ing aloug tlie bay in Port Rosb, on looking 
down into the depths of the water we could 
see the various submarine plants scattered 
in groups, with interstices of pellucid water, 
forming beautiful caverns with white sandy 
floors, one of them reminding us strongly 
of a aca-nymph’s cave, or tlie home of the 
sea-born Venus. Captain Montgomerie 
arranged to steam around the west coast 
next day, with the officers of the Daphne 
on hoard. 

23rd. — The Blanche got up steam to go 
round tho west Coast from Port Ross to 
Carnley Harbor. We left at 7.30 a.m., 
st-eamiiig m as close to the shore as she 
dare go with safety. At the phice errone- 
ously marked on the sketch map as 

General Grant's Cave,’' she stood in to 
within a quarter of a mile of the high, 
precipitous cliffs. The whole coast was 
most carefully examined with powerful 
gliLSses, but no laiidiiig-places could be dis- 
covered, with the exception of a small 
beach to the southward of the “ cavn/' on 
which a boat's crew, if cast, must infallibly 
perish, aa no hvunan beings could possibly 
ascend the overhanging rocks, The **cave’' 
is iL mere indention in the rocks. The 
Blanche steamed round Adam's Island, en- 
tering Carnley Harbor by the eastern pa-s- 
sage, and anchored in the north-west arm 
at 4 30. 

24tb, 8.30 a,ni, — Mr Edwards, navigat- 
ing lieutenant^ Dr Bailey, Captain Thom- 
son, and I atarted in the second cutter of 
the Blanche, to search the wer^t arm; Lieut, j

tain Gilroy with another party to thatch 
Musgrave's hut. The second cuttotr landed 
ua on Musgrave's Peninsula. crew 

re-paiuted the beacon and made a l^rge flro, 
theu pulled \ip to Monumental X.aland at 
the mouth of the west passage, ajx^<l on to 
tho extteme end of Monumental lEarbor : 
the beachoa and high land were ^3tamined 
all the way. Wo landed ftnd reaac^ained a 
couple of hours, Ughtod a large shot a 

seal, returned to Camp Cove, 'w^Iiere we 
killed eight seals, and got on l3<3ai'd the 
OlaDcho at 6 p.m., bitterly oo]d; the 
Blanche firing her large gnus at iatervala 
throughout the day. No traces of caat- 
awuys found. The Blanche rep^orts that 
the depots at Musgrave's hut, Carnley 
Harbor, and No. 3 at Port Ross l::x«ve been 
rifled aiuce its visit in 1869 ; an<l» from the 
nature of the things taken away, and the 
condition of those remaining, coupled with 
the fact of no record having beeia left at 
either place, the supposition is ttxat it was 
done from sheer wantonnesa and TiHirbarity 
by some sealing vessel. Since xno vessel 
except the Oreti ia known to lia.~v’e called 
at these islands in the interval ween the 

visit of the Blanche in 1869 anci that of 
the Daphne in 1870, the blame is upon 
the Oreti, whether justly or not J cannot 
say ; but, whoever the pUmder^rs were, 
the cui-ses they received were Ixth loud 
and deep. 

25th. — The Blanche tripped ix€»r anchor 
at 7 o’clock, and ran for Port IR-oss along 
the East Coast, which slie had searched 
previous to our arrival ; arrived aat 12.30 ; 
bid good-by to our friends on "l:>oard the 
Blanche, which then steamed oii'b for Port 
Lyttelton, N.Z., promising to rejxjrt ua on 
her ariival. Wo dipped our .fiag, and 
watched her till she rounded Eiiderby’g 
Island. Before leaving the BLiri-ohe, Cap- 
tain Montgomerie desired to staifc^, in the 
presence of the officers of the se4X3*cb ^expe- 
dition, that in his opinion, aftoxr bearing 
the case, Mr Cousins, when lel'b so unex- 
pectedly in charge of the Daphne after the 
loss of the captain and boat’s cjrevv, had
